Noble, and other features of the case 
were sensational.

When, however, Mrs. White awoke 
this morning she found that her 
daughter had fled the house, and hur- 
ried immediately to the latter's apart- 
nent, on West Twelfth street, in her 
automobile.

The 
edict has not yet been published, and 
it is expected that it will be kept 
more or less secret so far as the pub- 
lic is concerned until arrangements in 
the south have been completed. 

Yuan Shi Kai is now endeavoring to 
persuade the Nanking government to 
hand over the control of affairs to 
enable him to carry on the adminis- 
tration of the whole empire until the 
national convention appoints a perma- 
nent government and adopts a consti- 
tution. 

It is doubted here that the repub- 
licans in Nanking will consent to this. 
It is believed that the only solution 
possible is the creation of two. pro- 


Has Prosecuted Only One 
Case in Southern District in 
Last Ten Years. 


Macon, Ga., February 4,—(Special.) 
Judge Emory Speer has requested and 
urged Attorney General Wickersham 
to appoint another district attorney 
for the United States court for the 
southern district of Georgia to take 
the place of District Attorney aMrion 
Erwin, who has prosecuted only one 
case in this district in ten vears. 

Judge Speer took this step with Mr. 
Erwin’s full knowledge. Furthermore 
Judge Speer has recommended the fol- 
lowing lawyers as men able to succeed 
Mr. Erwin: Malcolm D. Jones and Or- 
ville A. Park, of Macon; Enoch Calla- 
way, of Augusta; Stanley S. Bennett, 
of Quitman; Joseph W. Bennett, of 
Brunswick; Samuel T. Bennett, of Al- 
bany, and Fred T. Saussy, of Savan- 
nah. 

As Assistant District Attorney Alex- 
ander Akerman will soon be appointed 
district attorney for Georgia end as- 
signed exclusively to the prosecution 
of trusts, just as Mr. Erwin hag been 
for ten years, and is now assigned to 
recovering sums of money stolen from 
the government by Greene, Gaynor 
and Carter, it will be necessary for 
the attorney. general, if he accedes to 
Judge Speer’s urgent request, to make 
two appointments. 

Mr. Erwin wishes to remain district 
attorney—he still draws that salary, 
in addition to $5,000 extra per year 
for his special work—but he admits 
the correctness of Judge Speer's posi- 
tion. All of the laywers recommended 
by Judge Speer are democrats. 

In his letter to the attorney general, 
Judge Speer points out that District 
Attorney Erwin has only proseci & 
one’ case in his district in a dec ¥ 
and that his work has fallen upon As- 
sistant District Attorney Aekerman, 
who has done very well under the 
circumstances. It is believed here 
that Attorney General Wickersham 
will in a very short time make the 
appointments of both district attorney 
and assistant district attorney. 


Miss Annie Peck Returns. 
New York, February 4.—Miss Annie 
Bb. Peck, the noted mountain climber, 
returned to this country today from a 
visit of several months to South 
America. Last July, she made the firat 
ascent of Mount Coropuna, accompa- 
niy ‘ne guide and a few 
natives. Coropuna was supposed by

Prince Kung, leader of 
the Mongolian. anti-abdicationists, and 
Prince Su, of the board of dependen- 
cles, have gone to Manchuria. 

General Chao Ehr Shun, viceroy of 
Manchuria, has espoused the republic, 
but Chang Chow Lin, commandant of 
troops, is irreconcilable. ' 
REPUBLICANS OF THE 

WANT COALITION GOVERNWENT 

Nanking, February 4.—The simul- 
taneous announcement that Yuan Shi 
Kai has received permission from the 
throne to organize a republic in the 
north in conjunction with the southern 
government, the arrival at Nanking of 
Wu Ting Fang, the republican min- 
ister of justice, and Tang Shao Yi, the 
representative of the imperial premier, 
and the extension of armistice for one 
week indicate the approaching end of 
the present stage of indecision and 
future negotiations looking to organ- 
ization acceptable to both sides. 

The last stage of the peace negotia- 
tions involves the question of the 
capital, which the republicans assert 
must inevitably be Nanking, as the 
south would never consent to Pekin. 
It is also declaréd that the republicans 
will not agree to an interval in which 
Yuan Shi Kai would have control in 
the north. Tney will insist upon a 
coalition government with Yuan Shi 
Kai as president, Sun Yat Sen prob- 
ably as premier and Tang Shao Yi as 
foreign minister. The republicans 
point out that they are in a position 
to secure their demands as the Manchu 
government from first to last has fail- 
ed to strike a blow except in self- 
defense. ° 

The main question now as the*revo- 
lutionary leaders view the situation is 
the preservation of peace and the 
prompt restoration of order which 
they say is already assured.

Niagara Falls, N. Y., February 4,— 
The great ice bridge that has checked 
the river channel between the cata- 
ract and the upper steel arch bridge 
below the falls for the last three 
weeks broke from its shoring just at 
noon today and went down the river. 
taking with it to their’ death a man 
and woman believed to be Mr. and 
Mrs. Eldridge Stanten of Toronto. 
Canada, and Burrell Heacock, 17 years 
old, Cleveland, Ohio. Four other per- 
sons were on the ice at the time but 
managed to get ashore in safety, 

Bridge Considered Safe. 
The bridge was considered perfect- 
ly safe. For weeks the great fields of 
ice had been coming down the river 
piling up against the barrier until it 
was from 60 to 80 feet thick and un- 
der the influence of zero weather had 
become firmly anchored to the shore, 
The jam was about 1,000 feet in length 
and in some places a quarter of a mile 
in breadth. For two weeks it had of- 
fered safe passage to the hardy and 
today an immense crowd of excursion-, 
ists came to view the winter. wonder:

Elected te Die With Wife. 

Somewhere deep in the great whir!l- 
pool tonight sleeps the man partially 
identified as Mr. Stanton, who twice 
put aside chances of rescue in order 
to remain with his terror-stricken wife, 
and who, in the shadow of death—just 
at the break in the rapids—spurned 
assistance for himself and attempted 
to bind about the woman's body a 
rope dangling from the lower steel 
arch bridge. The lad, Burrell Heacock, 
was cast in the same mould. Had he 
not turned back on the ice to give as- 
sistance to the man, he, too, might 
have made the shore. On the bridge at 
the time it tore free from the shore 
besides these three were Monroe Gil- 
bert, of this city; Ignatus Roth, of 
CleyeTta Heacock’s companion; Wil- 
liam Hill,\an old river man; William 
Lablond, river man, and an unidenti- 
fied Italian. 

Hill, nearest to the American shore, 
heard the grinding and crashing of the 
ice, and ran at top speed toward the 
Canadian shore, calling to the others to 
follow him. Lablond gave them warn- 
ing that safety lay in that direction. 
Gilbert and the Italian followed their 
lead, but the others became confused. 
By the time they had regained their 
composure, the bridge was moving fast 
down the river. 

Stopped by Lane of Water. 

The man and woman started first 
toward the American shore, but they 
were stopped by a lane of open water. 

Back they ran again toward the Ca- 
nadian side, turned about and made for 
the American side. When hardly more 
than fifty yards from the rocky shore, 
the woman fell on her face, utterly 
spent. “a 

“I can't go on; I cant go On,’ 
cried. “Let us die here.” 

And all the time the great field of 
ice driven onward by a southwest gale 
and pressed by a jam broken free from 
its anchorage near the base of the 
Horseshoe falls, went on breasting the 
terrible outrush of the Niagara Falls 
Power Company's tunnel outflow, the 
mightiest current in all the _ river, 
without being broken. As the woman 
fell the man strove to get her to her 
feet again and tried to drag her along 
the ice, calling for assistance to Roth 
and Heacock, who were nearest.

Georgian Defeats Naval Clique 


by Sena‘or Bacon's Aid, | 


Burt Will Be Promoted to the 
Grade of Lieutenant Com- 
mander of the Navy —aAll 
Accusations Against Burt 
Were Disproved. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, February 4.—(Special.) 
Lieutenant Charites P. Burt, of Atlanta, 
has been promoted to the grade of 
lieutenant commander of the navy, as 
the result of the finding of an ®xam- 
ining board which sat last month. 

This action follows a relentless fight 
which has been waged with great 
spirit during the past two years to 
put Lieutenant Burt out of the navy. 
Senator Bacon became interested in 
the case, and through his activity pre- 


saved Lieutenant Burt from an un- 
merited stigma that would have at- 
tached to him throughout life, thereby 
winning the undying gratitude of the 
young officer. The annals of war fur- 
nish no more interesting story than 
this. 
Senator Bacon’s Work. 

The record in the Burt case was a 

most voluminous one, but Senator Ba- 


case, involving vast capital and the 
rights of a great number of people. He 
believed the reputation of a young 
naval officer was worth saving, and 
that the later’s life work should not 
interfered with by a prejudiced 
naval clique. In consequence, he made 
it uncomfortable for a number of high 
officials of the navy department, and 
contest with the secretary of 
the navy, brought the president to 
realize that a grave injustice was about 
to be done. 

Mainly through the efforts of Sena- 
tor Bacon, to whom Lieutenant Burt 
was an entire stranger at the time this

Gibraltar and afterwards to Lisbon, 
Portugal, being present there at the 
time King Manuel was dethroned, the 
ship returned to Liberia and on Jan- 
uary 4, 1911, sailed for Boston, Mass. 

Four days out from port, Commander 
Luby, the commanding officer, died and 
the command devolved upon Lieutenant 
Burt. He brought the ship safeiy to 
Boston, having the body of the former 
commander on board. He made the 
trip of 3,000 miles in a little over 
twelve days, despite severe weather 
and a snowstorm encountered in the 
north Atlantic. 

The reports given him by his com- 
manding officer on the Des Moines 
were “excellent,’’ and Commander Luby 
stated in writing to the navy depart- 
ment that he was “in all 
ideal executive officer; also a compe- 
tent and efficient navigator.’’ All of 
his associates on the ship spoke in the 
highest terms of him. 

Again Before Examining Board. 

Lieutenant Burt was again ordered 
before an examining board in Wash- 
ington on June 5, 1911. He passed his 
professional examination, his papers in 
navigation being perfect. The debts 
which had led to the reports of moral 
deficiency on his former examination 
had all been paid off. The president 
had overruled the finding of the board 
on this count, and Lieutenant Burt haa 
made good on the second examination 
ordered by the president. But the board 
refused to accept this action as bind- 
ing, Or to consider that part of the 
case “res adjudicato,” and again re- 
ported he did not have the moral qual- 
ification for promotion. This finding 
of the board was sent to the depart- 
ment by Captain R. L. Russell, judge 
advocate general of the navy, who 
accompanied it with a scathing opinion 
reflecting upon Lieutenant Burt. 

Senator Bacon again prepared a 
statement for the navy department, 
and Acting Secretary Beekman Win- 
throp returned the.papers to the board 
for further consideration, stating ‘‘The 
department does nor consider the evi- 
dence of record before the board which 
convened November 1909, of itself 
alone sufficient to show moral disquali- 
fication.’’ 

Falled All Along the Line. 

The board again met August 
1911, and examined numerous wit- 
nesses, but failed to discover any in- 
debtedness contracted by Lieutenant 
Burt in five years, failed in the effort 
to prove him a dissipated man, or to 
discover any action of his since his

IN ORDER TO CURE 


February 4.—The 
jury in the case of Mrs. Linda Bur- 
field Hazzard, accused in the Kitsap 
county superior court, at Port Orchard, 
of having starved to death Miss Claire 
Williamson, a wealthy English patient, 
at the Hazzard “starvation sanita- 
rium,” returned a verdict of man- 
Slaughter tonight. 

The jury was out more than twenty 
hours. When it reported, soon after 6 
o'clock tongsht that it had reached a 
verdict, court was convened hastily, 
Mrs. Hazzard coming in on the arm of 
her husband, a former officer of the 
United States army. Miss Dorothea 
Williamson, sister of the woman of 
whose murder Mrs. Hazzard was ac- 
cused, was not in court. 

When the clerk began 
verdict the gas lights suddenly 
out. 

A bailiff sprang to the side of the 
clerk and began lighting matches.

In December, 1903, Samuel 
C., Hazzard, a former lieutenant of the 
Kifth United States artillery, who had 
been dropped from the army rolls for 
desertion, was arrested in Minneapolis 
for contracting a bigamous marriage 
with Ludia Burfield while married to 
Vera Fitzpatrick Hazzard, whose fam- 
ily is widely known in Minnesota. 

Hazzard served a rerm in the Still- 
water, Minn., prison for bigamy, and 
after his release, his former wife 
having obtained a divorce, Hazzard re- 
married Linda Burfield, and came to 
Seattle with her. 

Before the arrest in the Williamson 
case Mrs. Hazzard had been in frequent 
trouble on account of the death of 
patients, eight having succumbed to 
the starvation treatment.

IMPORTANCE STRESSED 


OF ROTATION OF CROPS 


One of the most widely prevailing 
errors of practice in southern farming 
is the planting of one kind of crop 
continuously on the same land. | have 
known fields on which cotton had been 
grown for as many as thirty years in 
succession. Ten years of successive 
cotton crops is not considered very re- 
markable; while four, five and six 
years are common. Even among fairly 
good farmers, the extent of rotation is 
merely a change from cotton to corn 
@nd corn to cotton, and an occasional 
partial crop of oats, or oafs and wheat, 
but there is a lack of system—there 
is no regular rule of rotation. 


If a farmer makes a gocd crop—a 
first-rate crop—on a field planted in 
cotton, he is strongly tempted to 
plant it in cotton again. He wants fo 
‘make a bigeer vield than he did. He 
wants to get one or even one and a 
half bales per acre. It may be a ten- 
acre field, or evén fifty acres. So we 
constantly read accounts of farmers 
who have gathered twelve or fifteen 
bales of cotton from ten acres, or sixty 
bales from fifty acres, and so On, In 
case of the large planter. But, if in- 
quiry were made, it might be found 
that in masy instances the “balance” 
of the farm vielded less than half a 
bale per acre, and perhaps in some 
cases a large portion of the remainder 
of the farm gave but a meager yield 
of corn, and much of it only briars, 
bushes and gullies. 

Get a Good Yield. 

Now, I believe in the idea of trying 
to get a bale or a bale and a. halt, 
or even two beles, from one acre, or 
from each of a number of acres. Suc- 
cess on a small area proves the possi- 
bilities of similar vields on larger | 
areas. They are educative and illus- 
trative. But one should not conclude 
that the results from extra expense in 
preparation and culture and an enor- 
mous application of fertilizers per acre 
will be a safe guide to farming on a 
large scale. The question of profit 
should be considered. 

I believe it is good policy for a 
farmer to practice intensive methods 


on a comparatively small proportion of 
his farm, and annually extend this in- 
tensively cultivated area as he gains 
experience and confidence, But the’ svVs- 
tem that he proposes to adopt and ex- 
tend on his entire farm should—in 
essentials—be practiced on the smaller 
area.

By “cover” crop most farmers will

Seeds of these should be sown 
not later than October 1, if possible 
to sow them that early. September 
would be even better. 

The above suggested rotation admits 
of several modifications, being by no 
means “iron-clad.”” No system should 
be inviolable and unchangeable. 

On a farm in good shape—no very 
poor land—it works admirably. On a 
poor, run-down farm it would be well 
to run a four-year rotation of the 
three principal crops, by sowing in 
small grain and cowpeas two years in 
succession s0 ag to accumulate humus 
and nitrogen more rapidly

The idea is to 
leave one-fifth of an ordinary farm 
for the smaller crops, such as sweet 
potatoes, sorghum and other provender 
crops, orchards and yvrineyards, garden, 
Vards, etc. The plan is susceptible of 
any desired modification.

20,000 PEACH TREES. 

P. C, Ay Barnett, Ga..—I have just 
taken charge of a large farm at Bar- 
nett and have about 20,000 peach 
trees in bad shape. The soil has not 
been workeg in the last twelve months 
and the trees have not been pruned in 


two years. The orchard is 3 and 5 
years old. Will you be kind enough 
to give me _some information relative 


to pruning and spraying. Also recom- 
mend a plow that can be used for 
cultivating successfully. Would it be 
advisable to sow or plant between the 
trees? Should the trees be fertilized, 
and if so, what should be used? The 
season is late and 1 want to get busy 
as soon as possible. I[ would appreci- 
ate a very early reply. 

Answer—I would get the entire sur- 
face of the orchard in goog condition 
by plowing 4 or 5 inches and harrow- 


ing. This may be done early in Feb- 
ruary. 1 would at once clear away 
the top soil from around each tree 


down to the first roots and search out 


anij destroy: the borers, leaving the 
basin around each tree until about 
April 1, when a mound of soil should 
be heaped around each tree to the 
height of 6 or 8 inches. 

About the last of February scatter 


around each tree to a distance of 6 or

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USELESS DUPLICATING OF PRIMARIES. 


Two or three counties in Georgia have shown a disposition to 
call early primaries for the election of county officers, one county 
going so far as to fix its date for March 7. ‘Fhe Constitution 
suggests that, under the peculiar conditions prevailing in Georgia 
this year, such a practice is a waste of time and money and time 
that may easily be averted. _ : 

The gubernatorial primary will not be held until August, 
a date too remote, perhaps, to suit many of the counties that wish 
to designate county officers before that time. But there is another 
way out. At its December meeting the state democratic executive 
committee pledged itself to call a presidential preference primary. 
The committee is to assemble early in April to fix the day. Since 
the Baltimore convention is scheduled for June 25, it is likely 
Georgia's presidential primary will be called for some day in May. 

Why should not the primary elections for county officers be 
held on the same day as the presidential primary? The arrange- 
ment would mean a large saving in money and energy. 

Affording a double incentive to the voters, it would also bring 
out a heavier vote than if the primaries were held separately. 

With the south likely ‘to figure in the presidential running, it 
is especially desirable there be a full popular expression. ; 

Holding separate county primaries before the presidential pri- 
mary would save no more than a few weeks at the outside. It 
would, on the other hand, pile up expense and subject the voters to 
needless inconvenience—all of which could be obviated by the 
method above suggested.

THE ‘‘*ROCK HILL PLAN” IN GEORGIA. 


The “Rock Hill plan” for reducing the cotton acreage of the 
coming season from twenty-five to forty per-.cent has been 
iormally launched in Georgia by the appointment of Frank Weldon, 
with a state-wide reputation as an industrial developer, as superin- 
tendent for Georgia. As told in The Constitution, E. J]. Watson. 
commissioner of agriculture for South Carolina, and J. G. Anderson, 
of Rock Hill; S. C., author of the plan, visited Atlanta personally 
tor the purpose of organizing this state. Already South and North 
Carolina have been organized, and the propaganda will be extended 
by Messrs. Anderson and Watson, with the co-operation of Presi- 
dent Barrett, of the Farmers’ Union, throughout the cotton belt. 

The “Rock Hill plan” presents, by tar, the most feasible system 
yet devised tor holding the dimensions of the crop within’ reason- 
able limits. Its entire merit lies in its close organization. The 
state superintendent is empowered to designate a committee in 
each county, consisting of a merchant, a banker and a farmer—all 
thoroughly representative citizens in their respective communities. 
This committee, in turn, raises funds for a thorough canvass of 
the county, for the purpose of securing from each individual farmer 
pledges of the reduction of acreage deemed necessary. The county 
committees report to the state superintendent, and the latter keeps 
in touch with the superintendents of other states and the central 
governing body. , 

The Constitution believes if this plan is widely adopted, and 
followed, it will assure the south’s prosperity next year.

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FLAME-SWEPT VESSEL

Norfolk, Va., February 4.—The Brit- 
ish steamer Consols, cotton-laden from 
Galveston for Hamburg, flame swept, 
in a long futile race for port, sank 
early today, 40 miles south of Cape 
Henry.

Len G. Broughton has resigned the 
Baptist Tabernacle church of Atlanta 
to accept the pastorate of Christ 
church, London, England. Atlanta 
loses a prophet who has taught it a 
new meaning of the church of God; 
London welcomes a new apostle. 

Broughton came to Atlanta fifteen 
years ago; it was then a town of 65,- 
000 people. eH left a strong church 
in Roanoke, Va., and came to the weak- 
est, most helpless church in Atlanta. 
He left a church crowded to the doors 
and came to a church empty, save for 
the hollow echoes that filled its bare 
walls. He came alone, against advice, 
in the face of quiet scorn and the kind- 
ly satire of good friends; he came 
with no hope but the wrapt purpose 
which had come from a vision, a vision 
of that day when the church of the 
living God should put the emphasis 
of service upon each utterance of its 
creed, and each word of its propa- 
ganda. 

Broughton had a vision that had 
grown out of a pre-vision. The pre- 
vision had come while driving an ox 
cart loaded with wood in the country 
hills of North Carolina; it had grown 
when he became a physician and 
touched thumping, throbbing pulses, 
and cooled the raging of hot fevers in 
the heads of pleading patients, then 
the vision broke—the church must 
make loads of wood lighter on plod-

ding oxen, give hope to the dreaming 
lad hid away in the hills, and must 
come into the room of every wan, worn 
and wretched sick soul, and woo them 
back to health, the while singing a 
song that should be sung in the name 
of the Nazarene.

Now he stops to unstrap the burden 
from his bent back, to walk over 
meadow grass, and climb high hills— 
to rest; for half a year with no bur- 
den to carry and no loads to drag.

The bankruptcy case of ,the .Trion 
Manufacturing Company, located at 
Trion, Ga... is the largest case ever 
filed in north Georgia. It was adjudi- 
cated on Saturday and sent to the 
referee at Rome.

The report shows that there was a 
loss of $329,888 of the mill’s money in 
cotton speculation, and that the former 
president personally, as guardian and 
as agent, owes the Trion Manufactur- 
ing Company the sum of $161,32 The 
mill is being operated under the re- 
ceiver and will so continue until the 
trustee is elected at the first meeting 
of creditors, and a sale had under 
order of the court. The bankruptcy 
ease of the former president, A, S. 
Hamilton. was also adjudicated at the 
same time. It is thought his assets will 
foot up $30,000 to $40,000 with IHabili- 
ties at present unknown.

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STATE AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE 


HAS MADE SPLENDID PROGRESS 


Wonderful progress has been made 
by .the state college of agriculture 
Since its reorganization im 1906, ac- 
cording to Captain J. J. Conner, of 
Bartow county. 


Captain Conner is the president of 


the board of trustees. While he was a 
member of the legislature he intro- 
duced the bill which established the 
present college. 

“As .8 generally known to the peo- 
ple of Georgia the college was estab- 
lished by act of the legislature in 
1872," said Captain Conner during a 
recent visit to Atlanta. “‘But until the 
act of 
made by the state for 
of the institution. 

“Hence, up to that time, 
had made but meager progress. In- 
deed it had grown somewhat unpopular 
and the impression prevailed in some 
quarters at least that its lack of prog- 
ress was due to the fact that it was 
overshadowed by the great classical 
university. 

“As is often the case in matters of 
thig character the effect was traced to 
the wrong cause. This condition of 
affairs made it difficult for the friends 
of greater progress in our agricultur- 
al interests to get through the legisla- 
ture the bill reorganizing the college 
and providing for its equipment and 
maintenance as an integral part of 
the university. But energy and per- 
severance finally accomplished the pas- 
sage of the bill appropriating $100,- 
000 for buildings and equipment. 

“The same bill placed the college 
under a separate board of trustees to 
be composed of farmers. This board 
of trustees has wisely and judiciously 
coordinated the work with the uni- 
versity and now it is preeminently ap- 
parent that the college is an integral 
part of the university is a blessing, 
as a saving of cost in student in- 
Struction is thereby accomplished as 
well as according to the students in 
the college of agriculture all the ad- 
vantages which the atmosphere of a 
university can confer. 

“Prior to the passage of the bill re- 
organizing the college, the eitizens of 
Athens and other friends of agricultur- 
al education contributed funds for the 
purchase of a farm containing over 
730 acres and donated the same to the 
State to be used as a college farm. 

“In the fall of 1907 work on the 
erection of the college building was 
begun, and it was dedicated January 
18, 1909. The building has thus been 
occupied less than three years. The 
growth of the college since that time 
has been remarkable. Three years ago 
there were twenty-three men in the 
long courses, apd already the present 
year 160 men have matriculated. These 
do not include short course students, 
and those chargéG with the adminis- 


the equipment 


'-tration of the college believe that fully 


300 men will be under instruction this 
year. There are sixty men in the fresh- 
man class, and Georgia probably now 
has the largest number of young men 
taking advanced courses in agriculture 
of any state in the south. 

“The standards of the institution 
are unusually high, fourteen units of 
entrance being required. On this ac- 
count the federal department of edu- 
cation has seen fit to commend the 
college very highly, .especially an 
institution designed to give thorough 
training in agriculture to both under- 
graduate and graduate students, and 
to successfully promote research work. 
All who are interested in agricultural! 
advancement realize that research 
work forms the keynote to success- 
ful teaching and development, not 
only of the life of the student, but of 
the service and usefulness of the pro- 
fessor as well. 

“The college is beautifuly situated 
on an eminence called Lumpkin Hill 
overlooking the classic city of Athens, 
The farm, which was in very bad physi- 
cal condition several years ago, has 
been wonderfully improved.» Roadways 
have been opened up through it, gul- 
lies filled up, and rocks and stumps re- 
moved until now some very fine fields 
are avatlable for cultivation.

“The college grounds have been 
landscaped and present a very attrac- 
tive appearance. A Jjahoratory for the 
work of the veterinary department has 
been constructed and a contract has 
been let for a farm mechanic's labora- 
tory which will provide excellent fa- 
cilities for instruction in this line of 
work so essential to the advancement 
of Georgia’s agriculture. 

“There is a demonstration field on 
the college farm where breeding work 
with corn, cotton and other crops is 
carried on. Some most interesting re- 
sults have already been secured. The 
college believes that its sunbeam cot- 
for instance, is resistant to an- 
thracnose, which costs the state Many 
millions of dollars a year. This seed is 
now being cultivated in various’ sec- 
tions of the state. It gave excellent 
results as to yield the present year 
ang proved resistant to disease as well. 
The college hopes to distribute some 
improved strains of corn next year. 
There is an attractive and up-to-date 
horticultural department with orchards 
and gardens covering some thirty-five 
acres of land. A number of ry sub- 
stantial barns have been erected on the 
farm, and a commercial dairy is op- 
erated so the students may be instruct- 
ed in this phase of live stock farm- 
ing: 

“The college has a staff of twenty 
professors who are experts and leaders 
in their special lines, several of them 
enjoying intérnational reputation. Es. 
pecially is this true of Wr. A. M Soule, 
the president of the college. 

“The laboratories are admirably 
equipped and the students are enthu- 
Silastic about their work. It will thus 
be seen that a revolution in agricultur- 
al instruction in Georgia is being ac- 
ecmplished. This has been done with- 
out blazoning the fact to the worid, 
and the possibilities are that many 
Georgians do not know and appreci- 
ate what has been done by the college 
or what its work has meant and means 
to the people of the state. 

“The college, different from other 
institutions, has notconfined its efforts 
and energies to work in Athens, but 
has reached out to serve the people in 
all parts of the state. This has been 
accomplished through its extension de- 
partment, which the state has seen 
proper to endow more liberally through 
action of the last legislature. Since 
the reorganization of the college it 
has accomplished an immense amount 
of work in the extension line, which 
has been done at a great expense of 
labor and self-sacrifice on the part of 
those who have executed the work. 

“It is proper here to remark that 
the railroad companies have rendered 
to the state an’ incalculable service in 
furnishing the use of their road beds, 
engines, trains, fuel and hands to op- 
erate the trains for the college on 
wheels, absolutely without charge to 
the stafe. This perhaps cost the rail- 
roads for the two years that the col- 
lege on wheels was operated the sum 
of $50,000. 

“Through this instrumentality and 
through the farmers’ institute work of 
the college no less than 750,000 people 
have received instruction at the hands 
of the college other than the work 
which the college has done at Athens. 

“Now, that the college has had a 
material effect 1n advancing the well- 
fare of Georgia, all will admit. The 
state has recently jumped from tenth to 
fourth place in agricultural produc- 
tion. There are now some 6,500 boys 
and girls in the corn and canning clubs; 
over thirty of these boys the present 
year produced more than 100 bushels 
of corn per acre and many of them 
produced this corn at a cost of from 17 
to 30 cents per bushel. As a result 
of the development of the corn and 
canning clubs the work of the rural 
school is being redirected, and more 
closely related to the home. This with- 
in itself is an accomplishment of far- 
reaching proportions. 

“Yes, indeed! Great is the progress 
of the State College of Agriculture, For 
in less than four years the efficient 
men of that college have not only dis- 
sipated the former prejudice among our 
people against scientific training and 
research in agriculture, but their ef- 
forts along that line have been so ef- 
fective as to fire the large bulk of our 
people with enthusiasm for that sort of 
practice in agricuiture. The result of 
this change of sentiment among our 
people for a greater, grander, higher 
and nobler existence

An air cruise around the globe is 
contemplated by Aviators Oscar A.

in February, according to a letter re- 
ceived in the city last week. 

Both “bird-men” have been in the 
business almost since its start in this 
country, and hold records won at vari- 
ous meets throughout the United 
States. They intend to put their 
circle about the planet in seven 


+ months. 


Mr. Shaw explained recently about 
the voyage: “We shall leave Atlanta, 
bound around the world, flying in a 
eastward direction. The journey will 
be made in a Wright biplane, model 
B. That is the largest craft manufac- 
tured at the present time. We expect 
to use at least three more before the 
flight is ended.” 

They say they intend to fly 
the Atlantic ocean, though they will 
be obliged to cross the Pacific by 
steamer. Five mechanics will follow 
them around the earth, and extra parts 
for the machine will be carried by 
them. Their itinerary will be as near- 
ly as possible the following, accord- 
ing to their present plans: 

From Atlanta to Jacksonville, Fla., 
to Key West, whence they will 
across the Florida straits to Havana, 
Cuba. From Havana they will fly 
over the island of Santiago, thence to 
the Isthmus of Panama, whigh they 
will fly over, and on to Salina Cruz 
on the west coast of Honduras. Thence 
they will sail across the Pacific to 
Japan, landing at Yokohoma. Flymg 
across the island to Kobe, on the west- 
ern coast, they will fly to Siam, thence 
through China, by a southern route to 
Bombay. Thence in a northwesterly 
direction they will fly towards the 
Mediterranean, stopping at Port Said, 
Turkey. After flying across the coun- 
tries of southern Europe they will 
cross the English channel, visiting 
England and Ireland, and from Dub- 
lin will set sail across the Atlantic for 
Labrador.

Tariff Revision Work Will En- 
gage Committees of Both 
Houses—Democrats to Hold 
a Caucus in Regard to the 
“Money Trust.” 


Washington, February 4.—Tariff re- 
vision work in committees of both 
houses, a renewed attempt to fix a 
date for action on the pending arbi- 
tration treaties with Great Britain and 
France and a house caucus Wednesday 
night on the controversy between 
house leaders over the proposed inves- 
tigation of the so-called “money 
trust” will enliven congress this week. 
House republicans will caucus tomor- 


row to ratify the selections which the 
various state delegations in congress 
have made for the representative of 
each state on the republican congres- 
sional committee. This committee will 
have charge of the party’s general 
work in the next congressional cam- 
paign. 

Tarif! Héarings by 

The senate committee 
will begin active consideration of 
tariff matters Tuesday, when the first 
of a long serfes of hearings on the 
house steel revision bill will be held. 
Manufacturing interests which have 
manifested their opposition to the re- 
ductions, averaging 35 per cent from 
the present law, have arranged to be 
represented. Ample opportunity wil! 
be allowed for the appearance of all 
interested in the proposed _ revision. 
Some republican leaders have figured 
February 20 as an approximate date 
when the committee should be able to 
close the hearings and proceed to con- 
sider its report to the senate. 

The democratic leaders do not favor 
the effort of Senator Newlands, of 
Nevada, to increase the finance com- 
mittee’s membership by one democrat 
and one progressive republican, and 
the progressive republicans have 
evineed no interest in it. The increase 
would change the complexion of the 
committee. The regular republicans 
have deferred final determination of 
their program, and neither the demo- 
crats nor the insurgent republicans 
have made overtures to each other 
looking to such a coalition. The house 
work on the tariff will be in the ways 
and means committee, which will frame 
the sugar schedule revision bill for 
report in about a fortnight. 

The Peace Treaties. 

Canvasses made by a number of sen- 
ators are cite@d by advocates of the 
treaties as showing that the treaties 
can now command the necessary two- 
thirds vote of the senate for ratifica- 
tion. It is understood that Senator 
Curtis, of Kansas, has completed.a 
poll, showing 62 senators for the 
treaties, 24 being willing to vote for 
them without amendments; 22 senators 
have expressed their opposition to the 
treaties in any form, and five out of 
eight senators classed as uncertain are 
expected to prove favorable to the 
treaties. 

The house “steel trust” and “sugar 
trust” investigating committeese will 
resume sessions this week. The “sugar 
trust” committee will begin tomorrow 
to prepare its report, which it is an- 
nounced will not embrace any polit- 
ical discussion.

Paris, February 4.—An Austrian 
tailor named Reichelt was killed to- 
day while testing an automatic para- 
chute cape intended for the use of 
aviators. The contrivance was his own 
invention, and Reichelt was authorized 
by the police to carry out tests with a 
dummy first from a stage on Eiffel 
tower, Having absolute faith, how- 
ever, In the efficacy of his invention, 
Reichelt secretly determined to dis- 
pense with the dummy and try the ex- 
periment in person. He rapidly donned 
the garment and leaped into space be- 
fore he could be stopped. 

For some reason the cape failed to 
open and Reichelt dropped like a stone.

KEvery window in the apart- 
ment was closed and bolted. 

Mrs. White, who was the first to see 
the bodies, shrieked and fainted. She 
was carried to a physician's office and 
resuscitated. The suicides left no notes 


to explain their act, but the police were| 
convinced that it was a case of double’ 
suicide. Tile coroner, also, declared! 
that the circumstances left no doubt 
that such was the case. He said the 
couple probably had been dead three 
or four hours before their bodies were 
found. 

Her Ex-Husband 

A few minutes after the discovery 
Mrs. Noble’s former husband, Walter ' 
Lispenard Suydam, a millionaire, was | 
Summoned by telephone, and arrived 
quickly in his automobile. He was 
much affected by the news of the sui- 
cide of the woman. He was not al- 
lowed to view the body, which later 
was given over to the custody of the 
mother.

down Edward Rappold, a mail carrier. 
He took the injured man to a hospital, 
leaving orders that no expense be 
spared in treating his injuries. It was 
said that the man would ‘recover. 

Woman Still Young.

She was 
married to Suydam about nine years 
ago, and the couple made their home 
On @ magnificent estate at Blue Point, 
Long Island. 

Mrs. Suydam had a strong intellect, 
and moved in the upper circles of so- 
ciety. Early last fall sensational 
ports developed regarding her 
rious disappearance. The sensation 
heightened when it turned out 
that she had deserted her wealthy hus- 
band and magnificence to be with No- 
ble, the son of a Brooklyn plumber. 
Noble was learning the plumbing 
trade. Suydam instituted divorce pro- 
ceedings and obtained a decree. 

The divorced wife afterwards 
ried the plumber’s son. The wedding 
took place in Jersey City just a month 
azo, and the couple established a home 
at 82 West One Hundred and Twen- 
tieth street. where the suicide pact 
terminated the romance today. 

Ex-Husband Mourns for Woman. 

The bodies were removed to an 
dertaking establishment tonight. Mrs. 
Noble's body was transferred to an 
elaborate casket on which her former 
husband came to lay a wreath of lilies 
of the valley, Noble’s ‘body, which 
Was clajmed by . his father, was 
transterred to a plain wicker casket- 
basket.
